Dear Mr.Lord: 

In connection with the celebration of New 
York State's Year of History we are glad to lend for 
an indefinite period for exhibition in Fort William 
Henry a 1787 copper coin minted in New York State. The 
specimen enclosed is an imitation British halfpence made 
by Thomas Machin and his associates on the property of 
Governor George Clinton on the shore of Orange Lake (the 
Great Pond) near Newburgh,New York where they operated 
@ copper coining mint without authorization from 1787 
through 1789. British halfpence dated 1775 and prior 
dates were in circulation in America after the American 
Revolution and for that reason this style of coin was 
copied by the diemakers and producers of this 1787 coin. 
The State of New York had no law prohibiting the coining 
of coppers within the State and therefore the sale of 
these coins was lawful.There were regulations as to the 
circulation of coppers,but those were not enforced. 

It would be appreciated if you would be 
kind enough to acknowledge the loan of this item and to 
place it on exhibit with appropriate explanation. 

If in the course of excavation of the 
Fort you locate any coins which would be of interest 
please let us know and we will be glad to give you such 
historical detail concerning them as you may wish.
